Don’t  Miss  This  Opportunity  to  Secure  Desirable  Coins,  Paper  Money,  Etc. 

Nobody  can  blame  a collector  for  wanting  to  secure  lots  at  fair  prices.  But 
collectors  should  be  willing  to  act  fairly  in  bidding,  and  remember  that  coin  sales 
aren’t  held  without  large  expense,  or  without  large  printer’s  bills,  which  are  over 
double  what  they  used  to  be,  while  commissions  haven’t  risen  at  all.  Don  t forget 
many  will  send  bids  and  some  will  send  very  low  bids.  These  low  bids  usually  secure 
very  little,  if  they  are  too  meager  in  their  offers.  For  instance,  bids  of  $29  on  $20 
gold  pieces,  10  to  12c  each  on  good  half  cents,  51  cents  on  half  dollars,  $1.91 
on  very  fine  gold  dollars — such  offers  are  entirely  too  low  and  don’t  pay  for  the 
cost  of  offering  the  lots.  There  isn’t  the  slightest  use  in  bidding  under  60%  over 
face  value  on  any  gold  coin.  It  can  be  melted  down  for  more  than  60%.  Silver  dollar- 
sized  coins  can  be  melted  down  for  40  cents,  so  bids  of  30  to  35  cents  apiece  are 
not  worth  entering  and  a waste  of  time  to  bother  with.  Besides  we  don’t  have  a 
100  cent  dollar  any  more,  naturally,  but  a 59  cent  one,  which  the  present  cost  of 
commodities  reveals.  So  while  keenly  sympathetic  with  the  desire  to  get  good  values 
in  coins  don’t  forget  there  is  a minimum  below  which  coins  don’t  usually  sell  at 
auction.  This  I have  noticed  by  long  years  of  observance.  1856  Eagle  cents  are 
selling  today  from  $25  to  $35  apiece  yet  we  continue  to  get  bids  of  $5  to  $7 
apiece  on  the  same,  from  the  same  collectors  who  have  been  after  them  for  many 
years.  Of  course  they  never  secure  such  coins.  The  brilliant  proof  1 877  cent  has  sold  in 
Elder’s  sales  recently  for  over  $14,  so  old  time  bids  on  1871,  1872  and  1877  Cents 
in  proof  state  don’t  go.  Send  me  a generous  number  of  bids  early  and  you  will 
surely  secure  some  good  lots.  I have  made  a special  effort  to  carefully  grade  these 
lots.  Be  sure  to  write  Mr.  Elder  for  estimates  on  the  value  of  any  lots  in  this  fine  sale.
